New Number to Remember: 


Postmaster Explains New ‘Zip 
System fo Speed Postal Work 


The new five-digit ‘“ZIP- 
Codes’ to be used by residents 
of Menlo Park, Atherton and 
Portola Valley were announced 
today by Postmaster Harry B. 
Morey, with instructions for 
proper use of the system to im- 
prove mail deliveries. 

The first three digits of the 
ZIP-Code are to be used by all 
postal patrons in the commu- 
nity. 

First number designates a 
| large geographical area of sev- 
§ eral states, the second, a cer- 
| tain portion of that large area 
and the third, a large city or 
sectional center. Last two num- 

bers of the five digit system

unit. 

Here are the numbers to 
be used by area residents: 


If you live in an area bound- 
ed by Middlefield Road from 
Glenwood to Ravenswood Ave- 
nue on the east-Oak Grove to 
University Drive and Santa 
Cruz Avenue to Arbor Road 
on the north-south on Arboar 
to Middle-north from Middle to 
Roble Avenue-east on Roble to 
El Camino Real-north on El 
Camino to Ravenswood Avenue 
and thence to point of begin- 
ning you are being served by 
Station A, 655 Oak Grove Ave., 
your ZIP-Code number will be 
94027, according to Morey. 
The remaining area west of 
El Camino Real in the Menlo 
Park postal delivery area ex- 
cluding El Camino Real blocks 
800 through 1300 will have 
ZIP-Code number 94026, Morey 
said. 


Remaining area in the Men- 
lo Park postal service area east 
of El Camino Real will have 
numbered designation 94025, 
he added. 


Menlo Park postal boxes at 
the main post office, 3875 Bo- 
hannon Drive, will be designat- 
ed 94028. 


The new code system goes 
into effect nationally on July 
fl. Morey urged that residents 
use the numbers in answering 
mail, so correspondents can 
learn it. Also, he said, residents 
should learn the code numbers 
of addressees to whom they 
regularly write. 

It should be used, however, 
in addition to the normal ad- 
dresses in use heretofore.

To Fight Traffic Congestion 


‘Will 
Of the 


People’ 


Marked irritation with the 
attitude of Menlo Park voters 
toward local traffic problems 
was displayed by several City 
Council members Tuesday 
night. 

The council pigeonholed City 
Manager John R. Johnson’s re- 
quest to seek no-interest feder- 
al planning money to prepare 
the way for a city-financed trad- 
fic structure at Ravenswood 
Avenue, Southern Pacific rail- 
road and El Camino Real. 

Only Councilman Ire Bonde 
favored an immediate start on 
new planning for solution of 
the complex traffic problem 
here. 

Mayor William R. Lawson 
and Councilmen Michael Belan- 
gie and James Calloway just 
weren’t interested at the pres- 
ent time. 

The mayor noted that city 
voters failed to give a two- 
thirds majority to the big city- 
county road bond issue which 
provided for construction of 
the Ravenswood-El Camino 
structure. 

Calloway did say that local 
voters certainly couldn’t be 
held responsible for the county- 
wide defeat of the bond issue. 

But Lawson and Belangie 
pointed out that a two-thirds 
majority here would at least 
have given the city some indi- 
cation that a city-financed proj- 
ect might get some voter sup- 
port later. 

“There’s no question as to 
the need,” Lawson said. “The 
people of Menlo Park have in- 
dicated, however, that they 
have no interest in it.” 

Belangie commented acid- 
ly that “apathy is running 
rampant here. I’m reluctant 

to do anything at all until I 
see a group come in here and 
demand action on _ traffic 
problems.” 

Calloway agreed that voter 
apathy was a big problem. “We 
had more people here tonight 
on a hursery school matter 
than have ever shown up to 
discuss the traffic plans,” he 
said. 

(Calloway referred to the ap- 
plication for a use permit made 
by Mrs. J. Green, 1009 Middle 
Ave., to allow a nursery school 
at that address. By a 40 vote, 
‘the council overturned a plan- 
ning commission recommenda- 
tion for approval. The council 
chambers were about two 
thirds full with protestants 
who left immediately after the 
council action.) 

Bonde agreed that the city 
would be ina much better posi- 
tion if at least two-thirds of lo- 
cal voters had supported the 


| city-county plan.

| Johnson who said that the city 


should get plans prepared, with 
the help of government plan- 
ning money, for submission to 
the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion.

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As We See It: 


Some Thoughts About 
Adult Delinquency 


A Father's Day poster distributed earlier this month 
carried a motto: 

“Juvenile integrity starts in the home.” 

It started us to give consideration to the fact that juve- 
nile delinquency starts in the home also. 

We then considered: In proportion to the total number 
of people in both age groups, are there not more adults in 
jails, than youngsters being restrained? Are we not, there- 
fore, aiming our attention in the wrong direction, when we 
point to “juvenile delinquency” as more serious and _all- 
pervading than “crime”? 

And isn’t it true, perhaps, that we've come to accept 
the existence of crime as something the law-abiding segment 
of the human race has had to put up with through the 
ages, while “juvenile delinquency” is only a recently-titled 
thing which in fact was recognized as a part of the adult 
crime problem until the advent of modern psychology and 
social work? 

These are only a few thoughts the poster's motto 


started for us. It got the message across.

‘Outside Experts’ 
—Are They Needed? 


Menlo Park city councilmen and administrators seem 
to think an “outside consultant” might be helpful in help- 
ing them determine pay scales for employees. 

We think this is a poor idea, for two reasons: 

1. We are distrustful of the value of “outside experts” 
called in to do a job which can and ought to be done on the 
local level. 

2. We consider it insulting to individual workers to 
freeze their pay to that of all others in the same “classifica- 
tion.” 

Let’s examine these aspects. 

If the city council agrees to hire an expert, they can 
do so at considerable expense, and the best they'll get out 
of it is about the same kind of information they'd get if 
the city manager or delegated personnel officer telephoned 
a dozen neighboring cities and consulted his foremen. 

The expert could and would do no more and no less 
than that. He would find out what a gardener or police 
patrolmen gets in most typical cities in the area, feed in a 
a few “finagle factors” such as the economic climate of the 
community, comparative cost of living and comparison with 
wages for the same job in private industry. He will then 
come up with a set of figures which, he will say, is ex- 
pertly arrived at, and he'll charge for the job. 


The city administration can do exactly the same thing. 
An administrator can also consult his department heads 
and find out if the turnover of personnel is high or law 
and if he’s a decent sort who’s trusted by the rest of the 
city employees, he can find out why they're leaving or 
staying. 


The money saved by not hiring an “outside consultant” 
can then be put into an account titled “bonus for city em- 
ployees” and divided up. 

It was stated a good many years ago that “a prophet 
is not without honor save in his own country,” and this is 
true also in the expert business. If you live 10 miles away, 
you must know something not known locally and you can 
command a higher price than the local talent. 


The second point in our argument has to do with neal- 
ing a worker's wages to some job title. 


City gardeners, for instance, get a set wage. But 
there are gardeners and gardeners. Some, through experi- 
ence and training and interest, might be qualified to teach 
horticulture or landscape architecture in a university. Others 
are happy and content to mow lawns, plant and care for 
flowers and so forth, without learning any more than neces- 
sary to do the job. Assuming that the forman is bright 
enough to assign people to the jobs they can do best, is their 
any reason why the two should get the same wages? No. 

The same can be said for secretares, bookkeepers and 
clerks. One might be able to type 150 words a minute but 
draw a complete blank when asked to make an adding 
machine work, another may be what another age described 
as “a bear” when meeting customers but otherwise not very 
fast, and yet another might be able to carry out all assigned 
tasks to perfection. Here again, if the immediate supervisor 
is sharp enough to have all of them working well at the 
jobs for which they are best suited, is there any reason why 
they should all get the same pay because they all wear the 
same “classification” label? 

The same can be said for police patrolmen, equipment 
operators, recreation supervisors, librarians and the rest of 
the people who wear the “classifications” of city employees. 

We are fortunate to have city governments in this area 
which are dedicated to the idea of giving service. “City 
Halls” in Menlo Park, Atherton and Woodside are dedi- 
cated to the idea of giving the taxpayer the maximum in 
services in return for tax money, rather than plunder him 
to keep a bunch of idlers on a payroll. This philosophy 
extends down through the ranks, and idlers among the pub- 
lic employees are hard to find. 

With this in mind, let each make the best use of his 
talents and where salary adjustments are called for and 
appropriate, let each one at least have the chance to be 
thought of as something other than the member of a herd.

Legislation Incomplete

The tumult of our 1963 ses- 
sion is over. It is still too early 
however, to appraise the full 
results of our labors. The bill- 
Signing period has another 
month to go, and not until we 
know the fate of every bill will 
the full record be complete. 

Under the law the Governor 
has until July 26 to sign any 
bills passed by both houses and 
submitted to him. Any not 
signed by that date are pocket- 
vetoed, and automatically dead. 

The last day for filing a 
referendum petition against 
any measure with the Secre- 
tary of State is Sept. 19. Un- 
less specified in a particular 
bill, every one signed, and 
not subjected to a referen- 
dum, goes into effect Sept. 
20. 

So far the Governor has 
signed more than 1000 bills, 
and has vetoed very few. An- 
other 1500 or so are before him 
for action within the legal 
time limit. If past history may 
be taken as a guide, the record 
at our recent session will be 
about average. Slightly more 
than half the bills introduced 
passed both houses, and most 
of them can be expected to be- 
come law. 

As usual, most of us have re- 
turned to our districts and our 
regular pursuits with mixed 
feelings. A considerable sensa- 
tion of relief at the end of the 
terrific pressure of the closing 
weeks, some regret because of 
the interruption of companion- 
ships, and some because of the 
drop-off of excitement, are 
typical. But all of us have bills 


before the Governor, so we 
can’t really relax until we learn 
the outcome on them. 

We know, too, that we will 
quickly be caught up in the 
rounds of interim committee 
activity. The Senate fact- 
finding committees and the 
Assembly interim grcups will 
promptly begin planning 
lheir heavy schedules of 
hearings in various parts of 
the state. 

As I have written in this 
column before, these hearings 
will develop the facts and rec- 
omendations which will shape 
much of the legislation to come 
before the 1965 Legislature. 
They are an important means 
of bringing the law-making 
process closer to the public, so 
that more people may directly 
voice their needs and their 
opinions. 

Though the final tabulations 
will not be available for a few 
days yet, it is already obvious 
that the work-load on the in- 
terim committees will be 
heavier than ever before. 

The Senate groups have been 
assigned a couple of hundred 
bills to study, plus many in- 
vestigations ordered by resolu- 
tions. 

Those of the Assembly have 
before them about five hun- 
dred bills, together with more 
than one hundred resolutions 
which call for studies of par- 
ticu subjects. 

The range of matters to be 
reviewed covers the whole 
gamut of legislative activity. 

From agriculture through

Boys’ 
Jobs 


Found

Many teen age boys in the 
area have jobs this summer, 
all because of Mrs. Henry Bull, 


1235 Santa Cruz Ave., Menlo 
Park. 
Mrs. Bull, boys’ welfare 


chairman of the Menlo-Ather- 
ton High School Parent Teach- 
ers’ Association, has the duty 
of placing teenage boys in jobs 
during the academic year; 
however, this energetic woman 
earries the program over into 
vacation months. And to her 
added credit, it is not easy in 
this area for school vacationers 
to find employment. 

She has held the welfare 
chairmanship for the past 
three years at M-A and the rec- 
ords prove that the program 
has been eminently success- 
ful. 

Working closely with ithe 
California State Employment 
office, she receives calls from 
prospective employers who 
need boys for some part-time 
or full-time job. Mrs. Bull then 
‘contacts the high school office 
and has the offered job posted 
on the school bulletin board. 

If a Menlo-Atherton student 
doesn’t respond to the bulle- 
tin she then contacts the State 
Employment office and has 
them send a jobless person to 
the employer. 

Most of these jobs require 
little skill, but the applicants 
are ‘very eager to be able to 
do something with their spare 
time,” reports Mrs. Bull. “Of 
course there are boys who are 
going on to college and need 
the money.” 

Types of jobs include garden- 
ing, clean-up, car washing, pool 
cleaning, bus boys, stock boys, 
and housework, such as waxing 
and washing floors. In this ar- 
ea, only eighteen-year-old boys 
with work permits are allowed 
to do delivery work. 

During the 1962-63 academic 
year Mrs. Bull found jobs for 
over 200 boys, and has placed 
about 50 boys in summer posi-

Mrs. Bull expressed the need 
for boys to have jobs. ‘A busy 
boy won't get into trouble,” she 
stated. “There is plenty of 
work people want done, and 
there are plenty of boys around 
to help them out.” 

Once in a while an unusual 
job will come to her attention. 
One year a national encyclope- 
dia company was inquiring 
about teenage boys who might 
like to take tests and be paid 
for it. For about two weeks 
several boys took the survey 
tests and were paid extremely 
| well.

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Army Installations fo Manage Fish an d Game Resources for Military, Public Use 


Comprehensive and ambi- 
tious wildlife development pro- 
grams are now underway with 
three U.S. Army installations 
of the Fort Ord Complex. 

A cooperative plan to carry 
out these programs was sign- 
ed recently by Major Genera! 
Edwin H. J. Carns, Comman- 
der of Fort Ord; Paul T. 
Quick, Regional Director of 
the Bureau of Sport Fish- 
eries and Wildlife, and Wal- 
ter T. Shannon, Director of 
the California Department of 
Fish and Game. 

The Fort Ord Complex of 
the Sixth U.S. Army consists 
of Fort Ord in the northern 
portion of Monterey County, 
containing 28,513 acres; Hunter 
Liggett in southwestern Monte- 
rey County, containing 175,050 
acres; and Camp Roberts in the 
southeastern part of Monterey 
County and northeastern por- 
tion of San Luis Obispo Coun- 
ty, containing 44,000 acres. 

The detailed management 
plans were prepared in accord- 
ance with a Department of De- 
fense Directive and were 
adopted by the three agencies. 

Preparatory to adopting 
the plans, the fish and wild- 
life on each installation were 
inventoried, present use of 
each area was established,

and equatic habitat improve- 
ment measures, and provides 
for annual surveys of fish 
and wildlife to gather basic 
management data. 

The Army will manage the 
fish and game resources in co- 
operation with the DFG and 
the U.S. Bureau of Sport Fish- 
eries and Wildlife. This group 
of installation will permit pub- 
lic use of the installations’ re- 
sources on an equal basis with 
military personnel who are as- 
signed or attached to the Com- 
plex. A nominal fee will be 
charged to both the military 
and the public. The fees col- 
lected must be used, according 
to the Department of Defense, 
for carrying out the objectives 
of the fish and wildlife pro- 
gram. 

Hunters and fishermen us- 
ing the installations for recre- 
ation will be subject to all the 
laws, rules, and regulations of 
the State Legislature and the 
Fish and Game Commission 
concerning seasons and bag 
limits.

A newcomer to California 
learns in a hurry that he can’t 
rely on rain as he did in the 
East for a good part of his sum- 
mer-care program in the gar- 
den. In California we seldom 
see such phenomenon as sum- 
mer showers except in moun- 
tain areas and in some parts of 
the desert. In California, the 
sprinkler becomes the most im- 
portant accessory a gardener 
ean buy. 

Lawns are fast to show neg- 
lect from the hose. They re- 
«spond to water even more than 
to fertilizer and therein lies 
the secret of their enjoyment. 
In hot desert areas and in our 
inland valleys lawns may need 
soaking every couple of days 
and at the least twice a week. 
Along the coast, where fog 
tempers the mid-summer sun, 
you can get by usually with one 
watering a week — but make 
it a good one. 

Annuals, perennials and shal- 
low rooted shrubs such as aza- 
leas and camellias like fre- 
quent doses of moisture in sum- 
mer. In the hottest parts of Cal- 
ifornia, they may need it every 
day, but this is an extreme and 
only for the warmest spells

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when they hit. Here again, 
coastal gardeners have it easier 
than their inland brethren, but 
twice a week is not too often 
for watering the above even 
along the coast. 

Wise gardeners can cut their 
watering time in half or even 
better than that by the use of 
mulches around shrubs. Steer 
manure and/or peat moss and 
‘bark in good thick layers will 
preserve moisture in the soil 
and add days to the time a 
plant can go without watering. 
Nurserymen suggest that a two 
inch mulch is twice as good as 
a one inch mulch and that a 
three inches of mulch is twice 
as effective as two inches, so 
don’t be shy about spreading 
it on thick. 

Summer planting is a leisure- 
ly occupation designed primari- 
ly to make up for an earlier 
oversight and get a blooming 
plant in without further delay. 
Roses are a-bloom in nursery 
containers and may be trans- 
planted to your garden for 
some instant color and cut 
flowers. For shaded spots, es- 
pecially in north coastal areas, 
‘fuchsias make colorful trans- 
plants from the nursery, and 
‘you can always find color from 
such standbys as geraniums, 
lantana and hibiscus when you 
visit a nursery in July. 

Aside from the instant-color 
type planting mentioned above, 
there are certain plants that 
are best planted this month 
and others that need planting 
now if they are to bloom in 
fall. 

Citrus and other subtropical 
fruits like warm weather plant- 
ing. Included in this category 
‘are avocados, guavas, cherimo- 
yas, loquats, and feijoas. Be 
sure to water them heavily af- 
tar planting, however, and give 
them several follow-up soak- 
ings during their early weeks 
in your garden. Young citrus 
planted now will benefit by 
having their trunks wrapped 
in burlap to protect them from 
sunburn. 

Bedding plants for late sum- 
mer and fall bloom are also 
available in nurseries this 
month. Marigolds, dwarf dahl- 
ias, zinnias, asters are among 
the bedders which can go in at 
this late date for bloom in late 
summer and fall. Lesser known. 
bedders which will also give 
you a show in a short time are 
ithe blue ageratum (for shade) 
and lobelia (for sun).

Give Lawns Plenty of Water 


from starting seeds can sow 
perennials for bloom next 
spring and annuals for bloom 
this winter. Among the peren- 
nials which come easily from 


-seed are primroses, delphini- 


ums, columbines, Transvaal 
daisies and gazanias. Annuals 
to sow now for winter include 
stocks and snapdragons, pan- 
sies and violas. 

From tthe planting stand- 
point, summer is far less frene- 
tic than spring, but as you can 
see from the above ,there are 
things to do which will make 
your future months more pleas- 
ant to garden in. 


Roses Require 
Foot-Deep Soil 
Moistening 


Roses are durable shrubs 
which tolerate intervals of 
drought and bounce back from 
them. They are much better 
for regular watering, however, 
both in the looks of their bloom 
and their foliage. The soil 
should be moistened to at least 
a foot deep around rose bush- 
es every time you water, so 
don’t sprinkle them for a short 
while and let it go at that. In 
large rose gardens irrigating 
in trenches is the most conven- 
ient method of watering. With 
only a few shrubs, simply dig 
an irrigating basin around each 
an let the hose run gently into 
it for several minutes each 
time you water.
